Hill of E ast ¡Liverpool, whom th e Re­ 
publicans of Colum biana county have 
re-nom inated as one of their repre­ 
sentatives in the Ohio general assem ­ 
bly, w as a t the state capital Thursday 
on private business. 
U nlike many of 
his colleagues who receive a second 
term , he pleads guilty to having no 
speakership aspirations. 
He would 
prefer to be free to express his senti­ 
m ents and take p art in th e debates 
on the floor of the house, rath er than 
to wield the gavel, which virtually de­ 
prives a m em ber of such partieipancy. 
Mr. Hill will introduce several m eas­ 
ures in the next session, and 
w ants 
to be In a 
position 
to push them 
through 
successfully. 
He did 
not 
give their character, deeming it best 
not to particularize on them a t this 
time. 
He may have som ething to say 
about them in detail a t another tim e. 
At th is tim e Mr. Hill is interested in 
the speakership m atter only to the 
extent to know who are applicants 
and w hat backing they may have. He 
has not yet promised anyone his sup­ 
port, and has not determ ined whom 
he will give it. 
He has no preference 
at this stage of the game, and will be 
a free lance in the contest.

is interested in 
the 
constitutional 
am endm ent 
for 
the 
separation of 
state and county elections from other 
elections, the form er to be held in 
even years and the others the 
odd 
ones, which will be before the people 
at the state election this fall. 
The 
feeling at the state capital is that the 
am endm ent will carry by a large nia- 
joriy. 
T he Republican sate conven­ 
tion will undoubtedly endorse it. 
Its 
¡adoption will add one year to the 
| term s of the officials now in office.

CAS PIPE ARBIVIWC 


Four carloads of 
pipe arrived 
in 
Salem Monday m orning, consigned to 
the N atural G as Co. of West. Virginia, 
and which v m be used in the exten- 
tion of the com pany’s mains through­ 
out the city this spring. 
Ten or 12 
adidtional carloads of pipe will a r­ 
rive w ithin the next few days, and it 
will be 
im m ediately unloaded 
and 
stacked, being hauled to the points of 
extension along th e com pany’s 
line 
throughout the city as it may 
be 
needed. 
W ork will be started with a 
good sized 
force 
of 
men digging 
trenches and laying pipe about W ed­ 
nesday or Thursday morning of this 
week, and will be pushed rapidly un­ 
til th e northern and eastern sections 
of the city are covered. 
It is prob­ 
able th at the first w »rk will be done 
on the south side of the city, extend­ 
ing the lines to some additional m an­ 
ufacturing plants. 
Then attention will 
be turned to the residence district, 
and w ork prosecuted throughout th at

The sun for a mom ent stood still in 
its path through 
the heavens, the 
band ceased its 
playing, the great 
crowd of fans and enthusiasts becam e 
breathless, even the sm all I toy in (he 
boughs of the old apple tree loosed 
for a tim e his death grip upon his per­ 
ilous seat and becam e inert, his eyes, 
w ith 4,098 others, being fastened upon 
the man with the red coat who stood 
hesitatingly in the center of the field. 
Suddenly and without w arning 
the 
man in the red coat cried out in a loud 
tone, ‘Play ball,” and upon 
the 
in­ 
stant the sun resum ed its way, 
the 
band roared out its clarion notes, the 
vast crowd gave utterance to wild 
haloo which would m ake a Yaqul turn 
green, the small boy in the apple tree 
took a new hold on the limb and a 
new lease on life, and then—the base­ 
ball season of 1905 was on in all its 
glory Saturday afternoon at Amuse­ 
ment park, and 
Salem 
fans Were 
happy. 
For weeks the 
occasion had jieen 
eagerly looked forw ard to by the peo­ 
ple of the city, and as the tim e Wore 
on and the weeks becam e days people 
began to gather on the corners to dis­ 
cuss the situation in strained tones, 
the excitem ent growing g reater and 
g reater as the tim e lessened. 
Then 
the days becam e hours, and the visit­ 
ing team from East Liverpool arrived 
in the city, to be gazed upon by the 
baseball-hungry crowd. 
Then 
alxmt 
an hour after 2,600 scarcely touched 
dinners had been pushed back, 
the 
people began 
to appear 
upon the 
streets, and 
ere 
another hour 
had 
passed the players them selves, head­ 
ed by the Q uaker City hand, marched 
through the streets of the city on 
their way to the grounds, and then 
the hours becam e m inutes, the excite­ 
ment g reater than ever, and when, the 
players finally began 
their practice 
the crowd could no longer control it­ 
self and needs must break into cheers 
upon the least provocation. 
The people 
began 
to 
file 
Into 
Amusement park as early at 2 o’clock, 
and from that tim e on a steady stream 
of hum anitty wound its way out to 
the park, and by 3:30 the grandstand 
and bleachers were filled to their ca­ 
pacity, the rem aining hundreds being 
stretched out 
on each 
side of the 
field. 
The day, notw ithstanding the early 
morning show ers, was almost perfect, 
the only, fault being the rather chilly 
wind which came up tow ard the close 
of the game.

box and called "Play ball,” the Salem 
team trotting out upon the diamond 
in response to the call. Allison going 
into the box for tlie locals.

the defunct Columbiana hanking Arm 
of S. S. Shilling & Co. was held here 
this forenoon before C. S. Dickinson, 
referee in bankruptcy for this district. 
There was a good attendance of the 
creditors, including C. E. Smith 
of 
Columbiana, who is trustee in bank­ 
ruptcy, and who was present to look 
after the interests of creditors. 
The m eeting took the form of an 
examination into the business meth­ 
ods, financial and personal transac­ 
tions of 8. 8. Shilling, and developed 
some Interesting and important facts 
in connection therewith, 
Mr. Shilling 
stated that the bank had been doing 
a losing business for the past 12 or 
14 years. 
He had neen paying, he 
stated, (! |M*r cent Interest on 
time 
certificates for one year, and 4 per 
cent and 5 per cent interest on similar 
certificates for six months. 
The high 
rates paid in interest depleted 
the 
bank’s resources more or less, and he 
admitted that a number of bad loans 
had been made. 
Asked If he had ever done any mar­ 
ket 
speculation or bought any op­ 
tions, he admitted that he had done 
so on one occasion, previous to 1896, 
when he had given a sum of money to 
a Columbiana party for investm ent in 
wheat options. 
The inquiry did not 
follow this up, and Mr. Shilling did 
not state w hither 
the 
investment 
turned out satisfactory or not. or how 
large a sum was involved. 
He was 
also questioned regarding the bank's 
interest in the Columbiana 
handle 
works, which Is now In litigation.

Glenwood

Unique in the history of Colorado 
was 
the chu rch service held 
at the Old 
Blue 
Schoolhouso 
on 
W est 
Divide 
creek, attended 
by P resid ent Roose­ 
velt and his hunting party and all the 
ranchm en and 
their families for miles 
arou nd. The little district school build­ 
ing was not a tenth part targe enou gh 
to accom m odate the congregation, and 
as a resu lt the organ was move 1 to 
the front porch. 
On tais porch seats 
were provided for the president and 
his party, the Rev. H orace M ann of 
Ritie, Col., the choir and tru stees of 
tite chu rch 
T h e m em bers of the con­ 
gregation stood or 
sat on the ground 
of the sc hoo yard or in their convey­ 
ances. which w ere grou ped arou nd the 
bu ilding. 
The sermon by the Rev. Mr. Mann 
was of an u nu su al kind 
It begad with 
¿1 story, teem ing with slang of 
the 
w estern ITavor. and was 
full of advice 
su ite 1 to a congregation inu ring itself 
to the hardships of m ou ntain life. 
It 
tou ched on the responsibilities of 
the 
position of president, as well as the 
characterist-cs of some of the men who 
have occu pied tha t exalted place. 
Af­ 
ter the m inister conclu ded the presi­ 
dent spoke for 10 minu tes. 
Services Attra ct Large Audience. 
The services at the school house were 
begun at 11 o ’clock.

Mr. R oosevelt was dressed in the 
sa m e clothes he wore when he left 
his private ca r

C a stle two 
w eeks ago. 
His hat 
was 
what Is 
known as the "slouch.” 
He wore it 
pulled over his eyes ami badly out of 
shape. 
His ja cket 
was 
sheeplined 
duck. 
His trousers of duck, tied about 
his a nkles with strong cord. 
His shirt 
was blue cotton. 
He had discarded 
his chapa rejos or lea ther trousers and 
his sw ea ter a s a concession toward 
the proper church-going raimant. 
The 
clothes of Dr. Alexa nder Lambert of 
New York and of the guides were even 
rougher. 
No mountain band of road 
a g ents ever looked more formidable. 
The western air of the party went 
stra ig ht to the hearts of the people. 
They applauded and yelled boisterous 
pra ise of the president, reg a rdless of 
the day and L ie fact that they were 
virtua lly in a house of worship, though 
the coiling was blue sky. the floor 
soft, g ra ss and dead lea ves, and the 
w a lls were m ountains. 
President Prea ches Little Sermon. 
As soon as the party 
had 
ta ken 
a oa ts the service wa s begun. 
The or 
g a nist played a 
selection from the 
Presbyteria n 
hymnal and 
the choir 
sang. 
Another selection was played 
and sung, and this time the cotigrega 
tion was a sked to join. 
The voices of 
the president and of Dr. Lam bert could 
be heard a bove the others.

g reg a tion was so great and sca ttered 
tha t the sound of the organ was a l­ 
m ost drowned.

Rev. H ora ce Mann 
preached.

president's rem a rks when he leaned 
forward and beamed a welcom e that 
look in every one in the cong reg a tion, 
tha t the president looked his best.

He, With Governor Deneen and Mayor 


Dunne, Is Asked by Federation 
of 


Labor to Investigate Before Sending 


Soldiers to Chicago. 


Chicago, May 1.—-Chicago had on 
w ork ing clothes as a result of the 
tea m sters' strik e, which failed of set­ 
tlem ent. 
From daylight until dark 
dow ntow n streets were crow ded witii 
heavily laden wagons, giving the city 
a week dav 
appearance. 
Believing 
that the tight now going on for su­ 
prem acy between the em ployers’ a* 
■ociation and the union team ster* is 
to be a protracted one, business men 
sought to procure an ex tra stock of 
m aterial and supplies. 
W hile these preparations w ere going 
on 
efforts 
were 
m ak ing in Mayor 
D unne's office to bring » bout an ad 
Juetment 
A com m ittee representing 
the em ployers’ association met Mayor 
D unne s peace com m ittee, consisting 
of Bishop C. P. Anderson of the Epis 
copal church; Jeuk in Lloyd Jones of 
All Souls church. Dr. Brail G. Hirsch 
of Sinai temple. Miss Ja ne Addams of 
Hull house and Dr Cornelia de Bey of 
Neighln>rhood house. 
At the end of 
this conference a com m ittee 
repre- 
j 
senting the unions met the m ayor's 
peace com m ittee 
The Chicago Federation of Labor 
was also busy considering the strik e 
situation, but no action was tak en to j 
spread 
the 
strik e to the affiliated ! 


unions. 
Th*' federation adopted the 
following rc souion: 
"W hereas, the employers' associa­ 
tion and its a ’lie« have declar« J their 
deliberate intention to crush out of 
ex istence ail abor organizations; and 
“W hereas, in pursuance of this policy 
said em ployers' association and its a! 
lies are resorting to every schem e of 
m isrepresentation for the purpose of 
misleading the public; and 
“ W hereas, the -aid association has 
determ ined at least to refuse all over­ 
tures for arbitration into the facts 
causing the present industrial condi­ 
tions, therefore, be it 
“ Resolved, that we req uest Pros! 
dent RtHwevelt. G overnor Deneen and 
M ayor Dunne to investigate conditions 
in Chicago before complying with any 
req uest m ade for the use of militia 
in the city during the present diffi 
culty, and be it further 
“Resolved, that the president of this 
organization be instructed to appoint 
a com m ittee to lay the facts before 
President Roosevelt, G overnor Deneen 
and M ayor Dunne and tak e such other 
steps as may be necessary to give ef 
iec t to th» w> resolutions.” 
The conferences in M ayor Dunne's 
office lasted six hours and the peace 
com m ittee failed utterly in its efforts 
to bring about a settlem ent. 
The com 
m ittee issued the following statem ent: 
"T he m em bers of this comm ission 
regret to inform the public that after 
having heard representatives of both 
parties no plan was found to bring 
about an adjustm ent of the difficulty. 
“The representatives of the em ploy­ 
ers refused to accept any commiseion 
or m eans of arbitration which 
was 
suggested, wnile the laboring men de­ 
clared their readiness to acq uiesce in 
the plan of subm itting the controversy 
to persons com m anding the respect 
and confidence of the comm unity."
